BOY. 13, 
KILLED 

TEEN SHOT TWICE IN CHEST; 
ANOTHER YOUTH WOUNDED

James Davis was walking outside his Southwest Side house to a nearby 
Family Dollar Store on Wednesday afternoon when he heard what 
sounded like a mixture of firecrackers and gunshots. 

About a dozen people— small children and adults — outside the 
house at 62nd Street and Sacramento Avenue scattered, he recalled. 

It wasn’t until Davis, 50, returned about 10 to 20 minutes later that 
he saw the street cordoned off with yellow tape and the body of a 
young teen covered with a sheet in front of black wrought-iron gates 
across from his house. 

Richard Gutierrez, 13, had been shot twice in the chest and died 
at the scene. His 16 -year-old friend was wounded in the chest and re- 
ported in critical condition Thursday 

This morning, Davis stood in front of his residence and examined 
an apparent remnant of the shooting— a bullet hole in a nearby win- 
dow leading to his basement bedroom. After spotting that evidence 
following the shooting, Davis said, he spent the night sleeping on the 
hardwood floor upstairs, something he’s done on numerous occasions 
to steer clear of windows and away from the line of Are. 

He said gang-ridden Chicago Lawn is the scene of frequent shoot- 
ings. 

“It’s terrible that kids can’t come outside and play” said Davis, who 
has lived in the neighborhood for more than 15 years. “There’s no su- 
garcoating this. This is the real thing.” 

Gutierrez and the other teen were walking east on 62nd when they 
turned on Sacramento at about 4:45 p.m. Wednesday and encountered 
two other males who asked them their gang affiliation, police said. 

The two denied being in a gang, but at least one of the other two 
males opened fire. 

Detectives have been investigating the shooting, but no charges 
have been filed.

Progress being made in city’s fight 
against food deserts, study shows

The number of Chicagoans living in so-called 
food deserts, where fruits and vegetables are 
difficult to find, has decreased by 39 percent 
in the past five years, a new report shows. 

Residents in parts of Chicago’s South Aus- 
tin community, the South Loop and Morgan 
Park have seen their neighborhoods trans- 
form from food deserts to food oases, where 
healthy options are abundant, according to 
the study by the Mari Gallagher Research and 
Consulting Group. 

Mari Gallagher’s report for LaSalle Bank 
in 2006 revealed that 633,000 Chicago resi- 
dents lived in communities without major su- 
permarkets and had to travel farther to find 
healthy foods than people in other neighbor- 
hoods. 

There has been some significant progress, 
Gallagher said in her recently released up- 
date. That’s mainly because new stores have 
opened, bringing some residents more op- 
tions, she said. 

Still, some 383,954 Chicago residents live 
in communities where they have to travel far- 
ther to buy a fresh apple than they do to get a 
bag of potato chips or a greasy burger. 

“You can fill {U.S.} Cellular Field 10 times 
over with the food-desert population,” she 
said. “To a great degree, these families that are 
in low-access areas endure the problem over 
generations, and it has a compounded health 
effect.” 

Gallagher released her updated findings on 
Chicago’s food access problem exclusively to 


the Tribune this week. 

Her report comes just a week after Mayor 
Emanuel held a food summit with grocery re- 
tailers to address the disparity At his meeting, 
Emanuel said he will fast-track the permit, 
zoning and licensing procedures to encourage 
development of more grocers. 

In her first study, Gallagher concluded that 
residents without access to healthy food were 
more likely to die prematurely of heart dis- 
ease, cancer, diabetes and other ailments. 

Since 2006, new grocers have moved into 
some Chicago communities, offering resi- 
dents more access to better food. For exam- 
ple, an Aldi opened in South Austin, improv- 
ing access there. 

In some cases, big box retailers added gro- 
cery marts to their stores, offering more resi- 
dents access to healthier food. 

There have been other efforts too. 

Last year, Walgreen Co. officials added 
fruit and vegetable stands to some stores in 
depressed areas. The Chicago Food Deposi- 
tory has started giving out fresh produce in 
needy communities and, most recently. Fresh 
Moves, a mobile fruit and vegetable stand, has 
been serving underprivileged communities on 
the West Side. But those efforts aren’t includ- 
ed in Gallagher’s study because it measures 
only stores where residents can get all of their 
food in one spot. 

In her study Gallagher measures the dis- 
tance from every Chicago block to the near- 
est grocery store. She then developed a score 
to identify food deserts and food oases.

Although there has been good news with food 
deserts in some areas, Chicago neighbor- 
hoods such as Bronzeville and Roseland have 
seen little progress. 

Neighborhoods with high concentrations 
of single mothers, children, the elderly and 
grandparents raising children are still farther 
from healthy food. And food deserts still tend 


to exist in poor communities where residents 
likely lack access to a car. 

“You can’t make healthy choices if you don’t 
have access to it,” researcher Mari GaUagher 
said. “In some of these neighborhoods, you 
can’t even find two to three fruits or vegeta- 
bles. 

‘And if you do, they cost a lot or are low- 
quality If you find two bananas, they are beat 


up. They look like they both got into a fight 
with each other and lost.” 

Of Chicago’s food-desert population, more 
than 100,000 are children, Gallagher’s study 
shows. 

About 70 percent of the food-desert popu- 
lation is African-American, and the remain- 
der is equally split between whites and Lati- 
nos, she said.

If Halloween is the gay Christmas and the Os- 
cars are the gay Super Bowl, as some people say, 
then the Chicago Pride Parade is the granddad- 
dy of all high holidays, a hybrid of Carnival and 
Mardi Gras, with a little Valentine’s Day love 
thrown in for good measure. 

About 150 people marched in Chicago’s first

pride parade in Washington Square Park in 1970, 
a year after the Stonewall riots in New %rk City, 
when gays and lesbians clashed with police out- 
side a Greenwich Village bar. 

The event has existed in some form every year 
since, with increasing crowds and media cover- 
age. Crowd estimates first topped 100,000 in the 
’90s, and this year throngs are expected for the 
42nd annual outing. That long history makes Chi- 


cago’s pride parade one of the oldest of its kind 
in the world. 

If last year’s turnout of nearly half a million 
spectators is any indication, this year’s parade 
promises to be just as exuberant and spirited as 
ever with more than 450,000 people expected 
to attend. In an effort to help you navigate the 
dazzling spectacle of the parade, RedEye breaks 
down the festivities by the numbers.

The buzz: In a manner anyone can appreci- 
ate, director Cindy Meehl chronicles the abuse 
Brannaman suffered as a young boy at the hand 
of his father and how he grew to preach the im- 
portance of disciplining horses without abuse. 

The verdict: Brannaman, a cowboy whose 
mental and physical skills deserve admiration, 
clearly sees himself in horses that have been 
treated badly and need proper encouragement 
to get their feet underneath them. “Buck” 
pushes its metaphors about animals mirroring 
people a little hard. It would be even more pow- 
erful with a deeper look at the development of 
horse training to show how revolutionary Bran- 
naman’s methods are. The beautiful “Buck” is a 
primer on emotion control— really, how much is 
ever accomplished when angry or bitter? — and 
the ways mammals shape mammals, whether the 
relationship is father-son or owner-horse.

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Swearing by ‘Bridesmaids’ success

Hollywood’s a notoriously cutthroat place, 
but the all-girl ensemble film “Bridesmaids” 
has cast a mysterious, uniting spell over wom- 
en in show biz. 

Weeks before the movie’s May opening, 
female screenwriters, producers and actresses 
who had no connection with the R-rated Kris- 
ten Wiig film began beating the drums for it. 
Actress and writer Mindy Kaling (“The Of- 
fice”) asked her male fans on Twitter to take 
their girlfriends. Screenwriter Ellen Rapoport 
emailed her buddies, urging them to get out 
to the movie’s debut. Writer-producer Kirst- 
en Smith invited friends to a showing at the 
ArcLight Cinema in Hollywood— and even 
wore a bridesmaid dress. 

“I took it too far,” laughed Smith, best 
known for writing such female-driven ma- 
terial as “Legally Blonde” and “The House 
Bunny” “But it felt like something was afoot. 
It seemed like a political action. We needed 
the movie to succeed.” 

“Bridesmaids,” which has grossed nearly 
$140 million for Universal since its debut, 
isn’t the only R-rated comedy that women in 


Hollywood are rooting for this season: Next 
up are the Cameron Diaz-starrer “Bad Teach- 
er,” opening Friday and September’s “What’s 
Tbur Number?” starring Anna Paris. 

Smith is developing another R-rated buddy 
comedy with Paris at Paramount and is about 
to shop another comedy with writer-actress 
Krysten Ritter. 

Female filmmakers are hoping these mov- 
ies, which center on flawed but empowered 
women behaving badly will reverse a decade- 
old trend of reducing comedic roles for wom- 
en to either the Type-A power suits too busy 
for love or girlfriends/wives determined to 
squash the boys’ fun. 

A key hurdle, though, to getting more fe- 
male-driven comedies made is bringing the 
boys into theaters. While women often com- 
prise at least 40 percent of the audience for 
male-driven comedies such as “The Hangover 
Part II,” romantic comedies usually draw an 
opening-weekend audience that is 80 per- 
cent female, according to Adam Fogelson, 
chairman of Universal. The rather raunchy 
“Bridesmaids,” though, drew a more balanced 
crowd, beginning with a 65 percent-35 percent 


female-male split. And, he said, the audience 
“certainly didn’t get more female over time. It 
got older over time.” 

Previous attempts over the last decade at 
imbuing raunchiness into comedies starring 
women have fizzled. The 2002 film “The 
Sweetest Thing,” which also starred Diaz, 
made just $24 million, while “Spring Break- 
down,” with Amy Poehler and Rachel Dratch, 
never was released theatrically by its studio, 
Warner Bros. 

‘As an actress who’s been pitching a few dif- 
ferent R-rated comedies around town, there’s 
always a lot of resistance, because the thought 
is that women don’t want to see other women 
being raunchy,” said Paris, whose “What’s 
Your Number?” centers on a 30 -something 
woman who’s slept with a lot of guys and is re- 
luctant to add another to her list even though 
she desperately wants to find love. 

“It’s baffling to me. Now, we’ve got a little 
armor with ‘Bridesmaids.’ It’s amazing for 
us as women, and as people in comedy we’ll 
be able to use this as a great example of why 
there is an audience— a huge audience. People 
want to see women doing interesting things.”

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Sexy vampire Alexander ^ 
Skarsgard is flirting 
with bIg-screen stardom

Playing an aloof, sexy Viking vampire sheriff 
on HBO’s “True Blood” requires many things 
of Swedish actor Alexander Skarsgard, not 
least among them a willingness to endure long 
stretches of night shoots and a commitment 
to spend at least a certain amount of time in 
the gym. 

Anyone who’s watched the show, which re- 
turns for its fourth season Sunday knows that 
virtually every major character is afforded 
plenty of screen time wearing not much at all. 

But every now and again, the hit series, 
masterminded by Alan Ball and adapted from 
Charlaine Harris’ novels, really takes a turn 
for the surreal— like in Season 3 when Skars- 
gard, who plays Eric Northman, and actor Al- 
lan Hyde, as Eric’s vampire “maker” Godric, 
were hunting werewolves dressed like SS of- 
ficers in a World War Il-era flashback scene. 

‘A.t 7 in the morning, Em hanging from the 
ceiling in a Nazi uniform with fangs in {my 
mouth},” Skarsgard said. “I look over and I 
see {Allan} there in his Nazi uniform hanging 
like a puppet. We’re about to descend down 
to kill this wolf, you know? And that was the 
moment where we just looked at each other 
like, ‘This is what we’re doing for a living?’ ” 

This, it would seem, is life at the center of a 


pop culture juggernaut. 

“True Blood” had its premiere in 2008, and 
by the beginning of its second season, the 
show about the supernatural travails of tele- 
pathic cocktail waitress Sookie Stackhouse 
(Anna Paquin) in fictional Bon Temps, La., 
had grown into a steamy, savvy and very adult 
vampire fantasy An average of 13 million peo- 
ple watched each episode last season (that fig- 
ure includes multiple airings and on-demand 
views), making it the most popular of HBO’s 
current original series. 

Eans, Skarsgard suggested, are seduced by 
Ball’s signature brand of metaphor wrapped 
in lurid eye candy 

“It’s sexy, it’s wild, it’s violent, but at the 
same time it’s grounded, and it’s about our so- 
ciety,” he said. 

“True Blood” developed a love triangle with 
the old-fashioned Southern gentleman vam- 
pire Bill Compton (Stephen Moyer) and the 
moodier Eric vying for Sookie’s affections. In 
real life, Moyer got the girl— he and Paquin 
married last year— but Skarsgard, son of ac- 
tor Stellan Skarsgard, has won a following for 
his chiseled good looks and the swagger and 
deadpan sense of humor he brings to Eric. 

Eans soon will see a lot more of Skarsgard 
outside of Bon Temps. He’s poised to make 


the leap to the big screen with two films out 
this year: Rod Lurie’s remake of Sam Peckin- 
pah’s controversial “Straw Dogs” and Lars von 
Trier’s elegiac sci-fi meditation “Melancho- 
lia,” which shot in Sweden and allowed him to 
work again briefly with his father. 

In May, he’ll star as a naval officer in “Bat- 
tleship,” Universal’s big-budget action movie 
directed by Peter Berg and, yes, based on the 
board game. 

With the continued ascendency of “True 
Blood,” Skarsgard’s public profile is only like- 
ly to grow This season, Eric is at the center 
of the key storyline that sees witches rob the 
vampire of his memory, and he must rely on 
Sookie’s kindness as he struggles to rediscov- 
er his true identity 

“It’s a completely different side of Eric,” 
Skarsgard said. “He doesn’t know who he is, so 
all that baggage is gone — 1,000 years of resent- 
ment and bitterness, the whole loathing hu- 
manity kind of stuff is gone. But there has to be 
an element of danger there still. I didn’t want 
him to become too much of a little puppy ... 
I don’t think it would be fun to watch him for 
very long if he was completely emasculated.”
